Q. — I took my tax return 
to a friend for help in com¬ 
pleting it. I had listed the 
commissions and other ex¬ 
penses in connection with the 
sale and purchase of stock I 
had paid as deductible ex¬ 
pense items. He told me that 
the IRS did not permit you 
to deduct those expenses. It 
doesiyt seem logical to rnc 
that this is not a deductible 
expanse. I read the basic 
IRS regulation that says that 
an individual can deduct any 
reasonable and niecessary ex¬ 
pense that he has to make 
to produce Income. It seems 
to me to make money on 
stocks, you have to pay the 
commission and other ex¬ 
penses involved in buying 

them. Can he possibly be 
rights? 

A. — From the .number of 
questions I get on this sub¬ 
ject, this must be one of the 
most widely questioned rules 
of the IRS. But your friend 
is correct. 'The Internal Re¬ 
venue Service does not al¬ 
low Commissions for buying 
and selling stocks to be 
itemized and deducted as a 
business expense o,n your tax 
return. The IRS does allow 
you to add them to the cost 
of your security price and 
deduct them from the pro¬ 
ceeds when you sell. Thai 
procedure caprtalizes them 
from the proceeds when you 
sell. 'Hiat procedure capita¬ 
lizes them and postpones the 
time that you can use them 
until you make a sale. Then, 
if your gain is a long term 
capital gain, your tax sav¬ 
ing is only half what it 
would be if you could treat 
the item as a business ex¬ 
pense.

ing of the taxes he extracts 
from us? 

Q. -- I have a salesman 
who tells me that I can make 
20 per cent a year on my 
securities if I will do what 
lie calls “sell covered op¬ 
tions’’ OP them. He says 
there is absolutely no wa\’ 
I can lose. His arguments 
arc persuasive, yet it seems 
to me that if that income 
was so sure, everyone that 
owns stock would sell op¬ 
tions on it. Is my inemne 
really guaranteed if I sell

tv/o options a year on the 
stocks I own? 

A. — First, if you sell op¬ 
tions twice a year on a stock 
you own, there is no ques¬ 
tion but what you will re¬ 
ceive two sums for the sale 
of each option. Those fees 
are likely to be about 10 per 
cent of the value of the 
stock so the collection of two 
ten per cent fees will give 
you twenty per cent of the 
value of the stock. The ques¬ 
tion is will you still have 
the stock at the end of six 
months so you can sell an 
option on it the second time. 
If the price of the stock 
holds level or goes down you 
will still have it. If the price 
goes .up then the option 
liolder may purchase your 
stock and you won’t own it 
a.nd consequently won’t be 
able to sell an option on it 
the second time. You will 
have to pay a commission to 
replace the stock and that 
will take a part of your in¬ 
come from the sale of the 
optioin. The stock rise in mid- 
April made it profitable for 
those who had bought op¬ 
tions to call the stock and 
sell it. 

From what I hear from 
readers, as long as the mar¬ 
ket is dowii, selling options 
is a nice way to profit; 
when it goes ,up, it’s not all 
that good. Most readers tell 
me that selling options has 
not been as profitable as 
they thought it would be. 

Q. — It has always been 
my understanding that in¬ 
surance companies have 
been considered good quality 
investments. Recently, I de¬ 
cided to buy shares in an 
in.surance company; a.nd 
since I knew Aetna was just 
about the biggest, I decided 
to look at it. To my surprise, 
I found it was only seling 
for four times earnings. T 
know a well regarded com¬ 
pany would sell at a higher 
price - earnings ratio and 
that makes me suspicious 
that a lot of investors must 
ix)t have confidence in the 
company or they would bo 
paying a higher price for it. 
Why doesn’t Aetna sell at a 
higher price? 

A. — Most investors would 
agree with you that .A.et,na 'S 
a very high quality com- 
paffiy. In fact. Standard and 
Poor’s Corporation sho w s 
that 226 institutions appar¬ 
ently regard it very highly 
since they hold .30 p)er cent 
of its shares. But. there is 
a reason why Aetna is sell¬ 
ing at only four times 1977 
eamlrvgs per share. Last 
year, 37 per cent of Aetna’s 
business was in the casual¬ 
ty insurance field and yet 69 
per cervt of the company’s 
profit came from that area. 
The casualty insurance busi¬ 
ness is a very up and down 
business as far as profits 
are concerned. Several years 
ago, many casualty insur¬ 
ance companies had very 
largo losses. 'The companies 
meet that problem by in¬ 
creasing their rates and 
being much more selective 
in the risks they accepted 
for underwritiing. The result 
has been that in the last two 
>’ears their profits have re¬ 
covered and reached new 
peaks. 

Experiyiced inve s t o r s 
know that the company’s 
earnings from the casualty 
part of the business may be 
near a peak, since once 
casualty companies have 
their earnings to a peak in 
the past, they have started 
to compete with one another 
and have offered lower and 
lower premiums on risker 


and risker business until 
their profits have again 
largely disappeared. Because 
investors have this expecta¬ 
tion, they are ,not willing to 
pay a high price earnings 
ratio for earnings that a 
number think are not going 
to be sustained. 

Whether this thinking is 
right as far as Aetna is con¬ 
cerned, only time will teU. 
Nearly two-thirds of its 
business is in other fields 
and it is possible that tts 
total earnings will go on to 
new peaks even though earn¬ 
ings from the casualty in¬ 
surance side of the business 
.subside. There is also the 
possibility that profits in the 
casualty sde, because infla¬ 
tion has pushed the doUai 
figure on premiums to new 
high levels, will continue at 
a higher figure than in the 
past.

“I am a father of four. I 
want my two high school 
girls to aim for well-paying 
career jobs. Just as my boys 
do. But teachers and coun¬ 
selors don’t push the girls 
to take hard college prepar¬ 
atory courses as they did 
my boys. What can I do?” 

Certainly let your school 
administrators know how 
you feel. Talk to other par¬ 
ents to get support — more 
and more fathers are com¬ 
mitted to helping t h e i i 
daughters get decent jobs 
through higher education. 

Your encouragement and 
.support can help develop an 
enduring sense of self-worth 
for your daughter which 
may help her overcome dis¬ 
criminatory barriers thraugh- 
out her Ufe. Women who are 
high achievers often credit 
their fathers arid employers 
who act as mentors early in 
their careere. 

Young women need such 
support. They are still meet¬ 
ing a great deal of resis¬ 
tance in attaining higher 
vocational goals Schools re¬ 
flect the still-persistant at¬ 
titude that women are best 
suited for domestic, clerical 
and other supportive roles. 
Girls have been segregated 
into less demanding voca¬ 
tional programs, held to 
higher admission standards, 
barred from many scholar¬ 
ships, and discouraged by- 
career counselo r s from 
breaking stereotyped roles. 

Boys, on the other hand, 
are expected to excel in phy¬ 
sical and intellectual activi¬ 
ties and to pursue high vo¬ 
cational or profes s o n a 1 
goals. 

Some progress is being 
made under the require¬ 
ments of Title IX of the 
Educational Amendments of 
1972 which prohibits dis 
crimlnaton on the basis of 
sex by schools receiving fed¬ 
eral financial assistan c e. 
Counselors, under this law, 
may not discriminate, and 
no bias is permitted In ad¬ 
mitting students into classes. 

But in practice, you will 
have to work harder to raise 
your daughter’s expectations 
for her career. Not all school 
teachers, counselors and ad¬ 
ministrators have deep 1y 
committed themselv e s to 
helping women ach i e v e 
equal educational opporbj- 
nity.
